Congress after (.^ongress and Legislature after 
Legislatiir" [iiizr.Ies over taxiii<; |)roMcms, passes laws and rejirets 
them. Hut wc get no wiser. It ha?, been this way sinei: the be^'in- 
ning of government and bids fair to be this way to the emi of time.

FOB SOWING COVER (itOI'S, 

October is the final month during 
which farmers who wish to protect 
their fields during the winter can sow 
cover crops, according to R. B, Steph- 
enson, soils extension speoUllst form 
tbe Collega ot Agrlonlture. Many 
farmers have already Wllsej the 
value of such crops and seeded their 
fields with them, reports from more 
than 50 Kentucky counties Indicating 
that the acreage of such crops will be 
increased from one-third to one- 
fourth more than that of last year. 
Ilyo which has proved to be the most 
popular crop for this purpose up to 
the present time can be seeded later 
than any ot the others recommended 
for corar crops, Dr. Stephenson said. 

In sowing cover crops farmers are 
coping sneeessfnll^ with the largest 
single eon management problnn 
which they haTe, Mr. Stephenson said. 
This problem Is the consemtlon of 
plant food and the prevention of 
leaching and erosion. Regardless of 
leaching and erosion cover crops are 
Iirofitable ones In view of their green 
manure and pasture value. Many Ken- 
tucky farmers will be compelled to 
sow cover crops this fall If they wish 
to keep tiielr farms up to a high state 
of producUoA since their ftields are 
11 such condition that In a few years 
they will he gullied an dleached be- 
yond redemption, Mr. Stephenson 
said.
